NOTE: The new issue is: "a moisture barrier/edge seal formed by at least one metal stack around the outer peripheral 
edges of the active area of the IC chip". It is noted that such limitation is not the same as that of the original claim 4 (now canceled) which 
recited a "moisture barrier/edge seal comprises at least one inner boundary moisture barrier/edge seal formed by a metal stack around 
the active circuit area of the IC chip". In response to Applicant's arguments, Cook teaches the use of a crack stop structure comprising a 
plurality of trenches 46 [see FIG. 3d], or a crack stop structure 50 [see FIG. 4b] comprising a metal stack [see FIG. 4b] similar to the crack 
stop 14 found in FIG. 1 of the instant application. Thus, it is understood that Cook is suggesting that the crack stop structures shown in 
FIGs. 3d and 4b are equivalent structures known in the art. 
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
